WAR: A PANACEA OF NATIONS 


With the American nation there is always.something 


doing and for the last decade the great American public 
have passed through one feverish episode after another. 
At intervals in the excitement and typical American fer- 
vor there come crises, epochs, in which the people are 
forced to stop and take stock of themselves, weighing 
thoughtfully the causes which have brought them to the 
place they are, the forces operative in their lives and the 
ultimate end to which they'will lead. We are at,such a 
place now and we have begun to look things in the face 
and realize the difference between a nation of patriotic 
fancy and a nation of sober fact. 


For purposes of war we are just as great a nation as 


we believe ourselves to be for confidence in our ability to 
defeat the enemy is a great factor. Nevertheless we can- 
not fail to see that we are less efficient and less prepared 
for the striiffnrie than we though we were. It is\inpleas- 
antly evident chat we arc more ready for lip service than 
action ar.d the foolish assertions of Democratic leaders in 
the early days of the war that America would spring !;o 
arms at a mom tint's notice have proven to be only fanciful 
ideas.
